Money from AraeriCA. 


"Do yon mean to say, then, that Ireland 


will not want help from America this 
w interf" 


"No," replied Balfour, '•! do not. I wish 


to say that if there is any money going in 
America for philanthropic purposes, and 
people there are disposed to send some of 
it to Ireland, I should be the last man to 
bay anything against it. No doubt If suf- 
ficient care wera taken with the expendi- 
ture of money thus subscribed it could be 
used with great advantage in the we.-it of 
Ireland, as well as iu parts of England 
and Scotland, but I cannot too strongly 
urge that Brent care should be taken by 
those really interested in the welfare of 
the Irish population that the money sub- 
scribed should be used purely for philan- 
thropic and not for political purposes. If 
this money were injudiciously expended 
In misapplied charity, as some other Irish 
relief funds have been, it would only 
prove demoralizing and harmful to the 
population it WHS intended to benefit, 
I 


have nothing to say," continued Bslfour, 
"about any response Americans choose to 
m&ke tu the appeals of the Irish members 
for funds to carry on their plan of cam- 
paign. 
It, is not for me to discuss that. 


But they should distinctly understand at 
the outlet wnether they are contributing 
to that purpose or to relieve the distress 
uf the people in the west of Ireland."

"How would you suggest that the money 


•ubseribftd solely to relieve the distress 
from the porctto bii^ht shumd hs util- 
ized f" 


"For one thing," answered Bulfour, "I 


ibould advise buying sound potatoes to 
give these people for seed instead of buy- 
ing potatoes to give them tor food. A 
blight of this kind means no seed for 
next year. I can scarcely discuss now in 
detail the methods by which the money 
iub»cribed should be distributed. But it 
ihould be carefully handle.; by responsi- 
ble people." 


**How far does the question of emigra- 


tion enter into your plans for government 
relieff" 


"It is too late for one to do anything 


this year with emigration," replied Bal- 
four. "I cau use the money at my dis- 
posal to baiter advantage by keeping the 
distressed people where they are and giv- 
ing them other means of assistance. I 
am willing to assist emlgatlon if it seems 
for the best, but it would have to be from 
a special fund f;)r this purpose, and not 
under the poor law funds. 
I suppose it 


will be an unpopular thing to say, but I 
neverconce.il my opinions, thatemigration 
In the fumre must play a prominent part 
In relieving these congested districts from 
recurrent distress. It must bt either mi- 
gration or emigration, and I do not think 
that migration will uieud matters much. 
These people must eventually flnd homes 
In the New World. I do not mean by that 
In America particularly, but the New 
World in its broadest sense—America, 
Australia, Africa. 
Your 
immigration 


laws in America make it difficult to send 
emigrants there at present."

violence, and it is supposed that the child 
was smothered to death. The clothing 
was saturated with water from the rain.

Washington special says: It is under- 
stood that Air. Mizner, our minister ti> 
Central America, has receiver! from Sec- 
retary Blaine assurances of the approval 
of the president of his conduct in tha 
Barrundia case, and has been fully justi- 
fied in the course he pursued. 
This in- 


formation comes from the City of Guate- 
mala, where it appears the state depart- 
ment was most anxious that the infor- 
mation should be first officially promul- 
gated. The reason for this ia that as the 
president had no intention of recalling 
him it was deemed important, in view of 
the steps taken in congress to obtain the 
elate department correspondence, that 
the 
Ceutral 
American 
governments 


should know as speedily as possible that 
Minister Mi/.ner still retained the confi- 
dence of the administration. 


Dili Not Order HI* Surrender. 


According to the announcement Minis- 


ter Mizner is held not to have exceeded 
his duty. On tho contrary, he went fur- 
ther in the matter in the interest ot Gen. 
Barrundia and his family then he was re- 
quired to do. He secured a written guar- 
anty from the president of Guatemala nnd 
the minister of foreign relations, made to 
the government of the United States, that 
in no case would the life of Gen. Bar 
rundia be in danger. Minister Mizner so 
ttated in his letter to Ciipt. Pitts, which 
was read and translated to Barrundia 
It 


also appears that, Mizner did not order his 
surrender. lie simply called thecaptain'a 
attention to tlie instructions laid down 
by the stale department for the informa- 
tion of commanders of merchant vessoln 
In just such cases. 


Hitter V««liu{t Aeaimt ISarruiidla. 


It elso appears that the solicitude not 


to involve the company in trouble with 
the Guatemalan government was wholly 
on the side of the captain of the Acapul- 
co. The demand for Gen, Barrundia was 
not baHed on political grounds, hut en- 
tirely upon tho allegations at crime. Min- 
ister Mmier in his explanation to the 
state department says he knew of an in 
tense personal feeling existing ngniiwt 
Barrundia, growing out of 
his former 


conduct as secretary of war, and knowing 
the temper of the Guarunialans at the 
time, he deemed it but just that, if land- 
ed, he should have tho protection of tlie 
Guatemalan government against 
mob 


violence. Such guaranty was made to 
the government of the United States, and 
not to Minister Mizner, in order that it 
might not thereafter be alleged that the 
arrest of Barrundia on a charge of mal- 
feasance in office was merely a pretext to 
expose him to assassination. 


Capt. Plttt*' Conduct Approved. 


The guaranty was also given on accouu 


of the Pacific Mail Steamship company t< 
avoid all pretext of refusing to surreudei 
persons on proper demand. It also ap 
pears from the statement that if the sur 
render had not been made the steamship 
would have become liable to legal proced 
ure, and the company would ;not havi 
ground for asking the intervention of our 
government. Gen. Barrundia's political 
acts did not enter into the conHideratiot 
of the question and Cnpt. Pitts' conduct 
it is understood, has also been approved 
by tbe steamship company.

ABOUT THE LA W. 


The statute relating to bribery at elec- 


tions was set out In Sunday, morning's RE 
•VIEW. Readers of this paper saw that the 
text of the law was very broad and com 
prehensh e in Us pi ov ision?. The men who 
framed fie lav, undoubtedly did their best 
to include any unfair use of money at elec 
turns. How the campaign committee of the 
republican putj caa ever spend the 53,000 
it collected a few dajs ago without bringing 
many men under the penalties of that brib 
ery law is more than one can well under- 
stand. 


The people generally will obsene that 


this practice of bujicg votes at an election 
Is branded In the statute as "the infamous 
crime of briber} " The question is, are 
those onl> idle words on the statute books9 


We are aware that the purchase of votes has. 
prevailed iii Macon county for such n long 
time that ruanj ordinarily good fellows 
have come to look upon it as a matter o. 
course. It has got to be ,i widespread no- 
tion that ail is fair m politics. In spite o: 
this notion you will see tint the law applies 
and Macon county is not exempt territory 
The feilows who liav e been down at Spring 
field for sometime have been in thehabit o: 
forgetting that there was a Macon county 
in existence whenever there was any good 
thing to be passed around, but >ou can be 
sure that this county was included when 
ever the matter ot passing a law to punish 
criminals came up 


And tho:,e who read the law will please 


observe that the man who buys a vote, or 
the party, 15 equally an offender against th< 
general good of the public. The term tha; 
describes the action of the buyer as well as 
the seller is, "the infamous crime of brib- 
ery '' You will observe that the man who 
does the buj ing is exempt from punish 
ment, but it is not because he is withoutgnilt 
The fact that it was found necessary to spe- 
cially exempt him in the statute shows 
what was the legal construction that has 
heretofore been put on such statutes. 


The man who buj s a vote is exempt from 


the penalties of bribery just that it may be 
possible to pumsh one of the guilty parties 
Under the older law the man w ho bough 
was equally liable with the man who sold 
But in that case the purchaser could not be 
used as a witness 
When you put him on 


the stand he could refuse to testify on th 
ground that an answer might criminal 
himself. The man who sold could refuse to 
answer on the same ground, and as there 
»re usuallj onl> two parties to those trans- 
actions, the cases that came up had to fal 
to the ground 


And so the legislature found it necessary 


to exempt one of the guilty parties from 
punishment in order that at least one o 
them might be reached. And if there is 
any man in Decatur or Macon county dis- 
posed to take a bribe on election day, o: 
prerioos thereto, let him remember that thi 
man from whom he receives the money wil 
probably be used as a witness against him a 
few days later. For there are many citi/ens 
of this county who have grown very tired o! 
the use money has heretofore been put to al 
elections, and some of them have deter 
mined to have the active distributors ol 
campaign boodle up before 
the 
next 


grand jury. Word has gone into erery vot- 
ing precinct in the country to secure the 
names of the fellows who will on election 
day make themselves active in connection 
with a roll of greenbacks. 


And it is just as well to understand that 


the democratic party will ha\ e support from 
many people in other parties in this cru- 
sade. The prohibitionists are ready to as- 
sist in hunting down this bribery, as are 
also individual members of tho republican 
party. The $3,000 boodle fund may be 
used, but it is sure to get the voter who 
takes a part of it into trouble. 


And it is hoped that every good citi/en in 


the county will take a hand in helping to 
knock the life out of boodle power on elec- 
tion day. Most of yon know that elections 
have heretofore been carried in Macon 
county by the use of money, and that it was 
dote by men who would have been re- 
pudiated if i* were not for the dollars they 
threw into the fight. The man with money 
to spare has enough other advantages in 
life; let him at least take even chances 
with his less fortunate neighbors on that 
one day when every American citizen is 
supposed to be a soverign. Election day Is 
the one on which the majority ot tbe people 
dMln to tnwiore sun «nd tba Ideu ud

sims they represent; and it is the one day , 
on which they do not want to measure 
pocketbooks. At other times, those who 
wish may ask, what has he? But on elec- 
tion day the question to be determined is, 
what is he? In such a contest as tins the 
83,000 of republican boodle can play no 
legitimate part.
